The new 
House Manager Certificate Program will 
train students to. manage community 
residences for both the retarded and the 
mentally and emotionally ill. Funds are 


available to provide support services for 
students with limited English speaking 
backgrounds; to reach out to, and follow 
up on the disadvantaged and limited 
English speaking persons who could be 
potential students) and to provide support 
services for deaf students. 


Additional] vocational education funding 
has been awarded to a proposal developed — 
by Rubin Russell, Director of Services for 
Handicapped Students.

At the same time I would like to justify this grievance by the following reasons: 


: 1. A Non-Resident student in the United States of America can’t work without 

permission from the Immigration and Naturalization Office. Many of us applied for 
__ permission to work part-time, but the office denied it. 
: 


2. The tuitions were paid two months before the increase was passed by the 
Legislature of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


__ 8. The decision to increase the tuition did not take into account the situation of foreign 
___ students who can’t work in the USA because they couldn’t get permission to work and 
__ who don’t have any support for themselves; this is especially true of the Lebanese 

students who can’t get any money from their parents in Lebanon because of the war 


in that country. 


4, Students who came from their native countries this year received their I‘20’s for a 
$960 tuition per year, and they can’t pay the $1475 new tuition, because they weren't 


notified of the $515 increase. 


5. If the increase were justified by the inflation which prevails throughout the 
country, we would ask that the increase be proportioned to this inflation which is 
between 10-15 percent and not between 60-75 percent. 


Hopefully, we are asking for your help and support for these fifty-four students at 
Northern Essex Community College, who are an example of the many other foreign 
students at the Community Colleges of the Commonwealth. 

Without your help, we are going to lose our education and future. We urge you to stop 


this sudden increase. .

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You have a dirty gun! What's that; you 

say you cleaned it this past February 

~ before putting it away? Maybe so, but it’s 
still dirty now. Even a gun cabinet won't 
keep out all dust. Some guns will require a 
lot of cleaning effort while others will 
require only minimal maintenance. Those 
firearms in the cabinet previously 
mentioned belong to the latter category. 


If your guns have been stored this way, 
it is usually not necessary to oil them until 
you use them a couple- of times. I say, 
usually, because it depends on the 
condition they were in when you put them 
away. Presuming, however, that they 
were put away in good condition, a good 
wiping with a silicone-treated cloth should 
be sufficient. Run a dry cleaning wad 
throughout the inside of the barrel, as 
well. So much for “Cabinet” guns; now lets 


look at the ones stored on open gun racks. 
.) 


These will be covered with dust almost 
invariably, possibly quite heavily. Fire- 
arms in this condition need slightly more 
attention. Clean the dust off all accessible 
parts with a small brush, such as an 
artist’s brush or a mascara brush. Wipe 
the outside of the barrel with’a silicone 
cloth and push a chamois or lamb’s wool 
cloth through the inside. 


Has that rifle or shotgun been standing 
in the back corner of the bedroom closet? 
Has that handgun been stashed in the 
bureau drawer? For shame!: Not only are 
both these practices dangerous, they are 
also bad for the firearms. One never can 
tell when that long gun in the closet will 
fall down and shoot a body. 


It is also very possible that a person 
piddling around in the bureau drawer 
after a shirt or pair of socks will accidently 
fire off any handgun in there. And 
“empty” guns have a terrible habit of 
going off!

Okay, the guns really are empty 
bulletwise; they still need to be cleaned. 
Check them carefully for bits of wood, 
stray hairpins, taleum powder, lint, bits of 
thread, pebbles, Junior’s bubble gum from 
last week (now, how did that get in 
there?), and other such “nice” stuff. Again 
using the cleaning cloths and brushes. In 
addition, take an atomizer or bulb syringe 
and “blow” out the hard-to-get-at debris. 


There will always be those times when a 
gun is put away after a rainy day on the 
salt marsh. As might be expected, this is 
going to raise havoc with a gun. Check the 
gun carefully for rust spots, pits, and 
other signs of corrosion. Check the stock 
and forearm for blistering and peeling 
varnish, splitting fibres, and swelling: 


Clean the metal parts with kerosene or 
a good cleaning solvent such as Gun 
Scrubber (TM), then oil them, but not too 
heavily. The best way to oil gun parts is 
with a very fine mist of oil. It covers 
better and is less likely to gum up the 
works than drops of oil. The stock and 
forearm should be impregnated with 
linseed oil, then wiped with a silicone 
cloth. A note of caution: If you must sand 
the wood parts before applying the linseed 
oil, use as fine a grain of paper as possible. 


It is probable that guns exposed to salt 
and sun and rain will require reblueing of 
metal parts. This is best done by a 
gunsmith. 


But if you insist on doing it. yourself 
with one of those cold-applied blueings, be 
sure to follow directions to the letter. 
Follow these few suggestions and your 
hunting days will be happier. 

Remember, the way your gun is cared 
for says much about your personality to 
another person, so put your best (foot) 
gun forward.

says that Nastri has 
leadership, courage, and integrity in his 
stay here. Students report that activities 
programs were never so good as they 
have been under Nastri’s supervision. 


The Student Council will vote on the 
salary matter for the new director after 
elections Oct. 6. It has been recommended 
that the position pay $13,000 to $15,000 - 
the same rate as Middlesex Community 
College. Nastri has been paid $10,900. 


The job vacancy has been posted 
Qualifications for the position include a 
minimum of a Master’s degree, an ability 
‘to relate effectively to students, life 
styles, career orientations, and to the 
faculty. Prior experience in student 
activities and services is desirable, says 
Stafford.

Absenteeism can be a problem when it 
occurs out of illness and an even greater 
problem when it transpires from poor 
attendance habits. In any case, when 
absenteeism occurs it is a good idea to 
check school policy for non-attendance of 
scheduled class meetings and to become 
familiar with individual teacher policy 
regarding absence from classes. 

Attendance policy from teachers is a 
required topic to be covered in the course 
syllabus obtained from teachers at the 
beginning of each school semester. If this 
obligation is not met, ask. It is a student 
right to be provided with course 
attendance requirements as stated in the 
NECC Student Handbook, 1978/1979. 
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Attendance falls under the heading of 
conduct and responsibility to observe 
college rules and regulations. Failure to 
comply to course attendance policy may 
result in dismissal from the course. In 
cases of illness and other forms of forced 
absenteeism, written statements and or 
discussion of class attendance failure is a 
good policy just to let the teacher know 
your efforts are in the best concern of 
your education. 

It is the right of the professor to 
determine attendance policy according to 
the objectives of the course he or she is 
presenting. Become aware of and follow 
attendance policies. They are made for the 
best benefit of your education at NECC.

Ten Year. It hardly seems possible all 
that time has passed beneath our very 
noses since that first Yes album made its 
auspicious if slightly subdued entrance on 
to the airwaves of sound - the end product 
of a dream shared by vocalist Jon 
Anderson and bassist Chris Squire that 
would eventually mature and blossom into 
one of the most respected and successful 
progressive rock bands in the annals of 
musical history. 


Pinning Yes’s music down to a few well 
coined phrases isn’t an easy task by any 
means, for their music is as spacious and 
varied as the interests and backgrounds of 
the musicians in the band. 


Yes is Steve Howe - guitar, Chris 
Squire, Alan White - Drums and 
percussion, Jon Anderson and Rick 
Wakeman on Keyboards. Together they 
have literally spun the centuries and 
continents synthesising musical flavors 
with lusting colors which shine like 
polished chrome. The have _ searched 
through time for something different, 
something refreshing - words to paint 
pictures with and music to infect a 
heavenly landscape fully equipped with 
clouds and space. All through their 
existence they have never reduced 
themselves to performing commercialized 
music, which in this day and age is an 
ardent form of making money quickly. 
Yesmen pride themselves on_ their 
extreme musical creativity which comes 
from an intense inner self projection. 
Sometimes however, they can get carried. 
away, such as Relayer, easily their most 
misunderstood album. In it an uncontrol- 
led musical adaptation was derived 
featuring personal feelings ringing loud 
and clear towards the imminent departure 
of wayward son _ keyboardist Rick 
Wakeman. 


But through all the experiments Yes is 
surely ahead of its time. As Jon Anderson 
said recently “Our music is complex but 
maybe in ten years it will be appreciated”.

heads high waiting for the inevitable 
scrutinizing process from critics and fans 
alike. What makes Yes a cut above the rest 
is not how complex their music is but 
rather how much of themselves is in it. 
Carioads of colorfully descriptive prose 
have accommodated Yes time and time 
again hailing them as “musicians”, 
the“first rock orchestra”, “the progressive 
band’s progressive band”, and so on. 


While it’s more than enough to make 
even Yes themselves a bit squeamish after 
all these years, it serves to illustrate 
unquestionably how important a role 
they're playing in the music industry of 
today. Although they’ve been beset by a 
fair number of setbacks, and internal 
crisis over the years, the key to their 
success has always been their undying 
faith towards one another: a unity in 
musical expression, with a firm belief in 
using everyone’s potential to the fullest. 


Yes has a grandiloquent message for 
rock fans: spontaneous sounding but 
brilliant and kinetic instrumentation with 
an epic grandeur of melody and 
sophisticated harmonic surprises touched 
with a splash of a heretofore untouched 
level of organization whether in rhythmic 
shiftings or polyphonic overlays. In a word 
it is very heavy stuff. 


Through the years looking back, only 
Yes have successfully parlayed ethereal 
concepts, precocious performance, and a 
constant striving for progressivism into 
their performances, But that’s what we've 
come to expect from them. Nothing gaudy 
or pretentious, just .a lot of hard work with 
the end result being to produce a product 
which is nothing but the best. Overly 
meticulous maybe, careful you bet, and 
could it be-the answer lies in their 
accomplishments, which for the most part 
have stood second to none. Yes are 
musicians performing an art, not just 
players playing their part. 


To say they've made their mark on 
contemporary music would be something 
of an understatement. It didn’t come easy, 
but in their long struggle for wide spread 
recognition, they've never compromised 
their high standards for the sake or mere 
convenience. That above all is what makes 
Yes so deeply special and it’s something 
that they’ve every reason in the world to 
be proud of. Congratulations to Yes on ten 
years of quality music.
